SITUATION IN NATAL AGAIN CRITICAL

British Camp at Mooi River Now a Center of 


Interest. Successful Attack Upon It Would 


Be of Great Advantage to Boers, Lack 


of Detail in War Office Reports 


London, Nov. 23.—Although it is evi- 


dent that the situation in Natal is again 
becoming sufficiently alarming-, iioibtug 
can be officially ascertained to allay pub- 
lic anxiety or the curiosity felt regard- 
Ing the disposition of the reinforcements 
recently landed at Durban. 


The war office dispatches are confined 


to a mere recital of, a few casualties at 
Mooi river, which confirm the reports 
of skirmishes there, but give no details 
aa to how the engagements happened. 
The special correspondents are only 
permitted to describe Major General 
Barton's camp at Mooi river vaguely as 
"large" or "ample." 


One correspondent says that 7000 Boers 


are within 25 miles of Ho wick Falls, near 
Pietermaritzburg, and that the inhabi- 
tants are fleeing to the capital. 


Evidently a considerable force of the 


enemy Is now within 30 or 40 miles of 
Pietermaritzburg, but it la officially an- 
nounced from there that no anxiety pre- 
vails, the garrison numbering 1000 men, 
with six guns. 


General Joubert's plan, apparently, is 


a daring attempt to defeat the British 
relieving column from Durban In detail, 
while still atlemptlnj the reduction of 
Ladysmlth A serious attack on Mooi 
river camp is hourly expected with the 
object of destroying the bridge at Wes- 
ton. Should this be accomplished the 
Boers would be free to turn their at- 
tention again to Estcourt, while, if it 
failed, the enemy would retire again on 
"Weenan and rejoin the investing forces 
around Ladysmlth. 


The Boer report that General Htld- 


yard's messenger asking General White 
for assistance waa captured causes some 
uneasiness, but it is argued that, if Gen- 
eral Hildyard had not been strong 
enough to hold out he would some time 
ago have been ordered to retire on 
Pietermaritzburg. Therefore small cred- 
ence is given the story. 


Nothing is known regarding the food 


supplies of the garrison* thus Isolated. 
It is believed that Estcourt is well pro- 
vided, but there is less confidence in the 
case of Mooi river. 


There is no further news from the 


western frontier except the list of 
casualties, showing that one trooper was 
killed and nine were wounded at Klm- 
berley on Nov. 16, and confirming the ac- 
counts of the sortie previously reported 
from Boer sources. 


A late dispatch from Durban says: 


Owing to the proximity of the Boers to 
Pietermaritzburg it has been, necessary 
to alter the defenses of Durban. 


Estcourt is still silent. All accounts 


point conclusively to a determined rush 
of the Boers toward Pietermaritzburg 
with a very large force. Seven thou- 
sand men, with guns, are reported 25 
miles from Howick. They are said to be 
under the personal command of General 
Joubert. 


Yesterday's engagement at Mooi river 


found the British almost constantly on 
the defensive. A correspondent of the 
Natal Advertiser says the Boers' second 
shell fell within a few yards of a de- 
tachment of British infantry; that the 
shells did little or no damage, and that 
firing continued for about half an hour 
at intervals of from three to five min- 
utes. 


According to this account, the British 


troops 
prepared, with the utmost 


promptitude and advanced under cover 
wherever possible. The British artil- 
lery was in position behind the hotel 
where General Barton and his staff were 
being accommodated. Major Thorney- 
crof t's mounted infantry moved to cover 
on a ridge one the enemy's left flank. 
The Devonshire regiment and the Royal 
Welsh fusiliers occupied the trenches. 
There was but little fire, the correspon- 
dent says, but the enemy possessed at 
least one Howitzer with a range of five 
miles, besides several six pounders. 


The following dispatch has been re- 


ceived from Pretoria: 


The field cornets of the Pretoria com- 


mando reported that British gun car- 
riages and some horsemen had been 
heard moving last night in Ladysmlth. 
Our outposts observed the British en- 
deavoring to sortie toward Lombard's 
Kop and Bulwama Hill, where our 
Maxims opened fire. The range was too 
great and therefore our artillery began 
shelling, which drove the British back. 
About daybreak the British batteries 
fired upon our positions. Two burgher? 
were wounded. 


It is reported that the object of the 


sorties was fo relieve the Estcourt force, 
who had sent an urgent message to 
Ladysmith requesting aid. The burghers 
captured the messenger, but finally al- 
lowed him to proceed. 


It is reported that the Natal police 


have captured a number of Transvaal 
dispatch riders. 


In' his latest report, General Joubert 


says. "1 am cutting off the retreat of 
the Estcourt troops to Pietermaritz- 
burg and driving them back on the 
Tugela river." 


It is also reported that the Boer com- 


mander with the forces near Lady- 
smith has "comprehensively surveyed 
the different points from which the fall 
Of Ladysmlth can be insured." 


The official returns of the Transvaal 


casualties since the outbreak of the war 
Show 90 men have bean killed and 200 
wounded, of whom a number have re- 
covered and returned to the front. 


Newspaper reports from Cape Colony 


say a general rising of the Dutch farm- 
ers is imminent in Natal, and that the 
colonial Boers in tnbse districts which 
have been proclaimed republican ter- 
ritory have already Joined the Boer 
forces. 


General Snymair, who is outside Mafe- 


king, reports heavy fighting Monday 
afternoon. The British briskly fired on 
the French cannon and Boer forts. The 
Boers replied, bombarding the British 
foru with good effect. The loss of the 
British is unknown. One Boer was 
wounded. 


The Dally Mall publisher a dispatch 


from Naauw Poort, dated Wednesday, 
which says that a large force under Gen- 
eral Methuen has oroiwd the Orann 
river and is advancing to the relief of 
Kluberley 


The morning Post's correspondent at 


Pietermaritcburg, telegraphing Tues- 
day evening, says: The Boera are now 
all around Moot river station, where an- 
other of your correspondents Is reported 
to be with the troops. 


A dispatch to The Dally News from 


Nottingham Road, Natal, dated Tues- 
day, says UM Boers have arrived near 
there. 


The Dally News has the following from 


Pietermarifssburg, under Wednesday's 
date: Tour correspondent managed to 
•scape from the Mooi river district yes- 
terday before the arrival of 6000 Boers, 
who are looting the farmsteads in all 
directions. The Natal Boers, encour- 
aged by the success of the Transvaalers, 
join in the looting. The main body of 
the Boers made a rapid march from 
Ulundi, southwest of Estcourt, to a 
point near Fort Nottingham, south of 
the railway, in a single day. They are 
within 40 miles of Pietermaritzburg at 
the farthest, and it is said that they in- 
tend to attack the town.

The second deed, by which Crawford 
transferred the property to Mrs. Dewey, 
and the third deed, by which George 
Dewey and Mrs. Dewey turn over the 
title to George 6. Dewcy, wsrs both 
acknowledged Nov. 14. In other words, 
it would seem that Crawford transferred 
the property to Mrs. Dewey, and the 
latter in turn to George G. Dewey, tw* 
days before Admiral Dewey transferred 
the title to Crawford.

New York, Nov. 13.—Steamship Hud- 


son arrived fr*m New Ortoaas) yesterday 
on fire. Th« steanwr carried a cargo 
of molasses and cotton, and was towed 
to her pier la North river. It was de- 
nied at first that the fire amounted to 
anything, but at 4 o'clock help was dis- 
patched to the pier, together with hook 
and ladder companies An effort to get 
the cargo out was partially successful, 
the cargo from the forward holds being 
removed. 
The fir* became so- fierce, 


however, that the Hudson was towed to 
the New Jersey flats, where She was 
beached. It is not known to what ex- 
tent the vessel and cargo have- been 
damaged, but it i» believed thatthe fire 
is a serious fjB*.

Rounseville of the Cotton Manufactur- 
ers' assec'ation has received a com- \ 
munlcation from the Textile council, 
asking for another conference this af- 
ternoon. The letter states that while 
the members favor the Idea of a sliding 
scale, the one presented Monday does 
not nv>et with their approval. The labor 
leaders wish to have the wage question 
settled first, after which they will be 
ready to take up a sliding scale agree- 
ment. 


The letter further says that the time 


between now and the new year will not 
be amplf enough to allow full considera- 
tion of such an important matter, which 
in the end must go to the large body of 
operatives for nnal appro vs\. The coun- 
cil has no power to accept a scale now; 
they are asked to ootain a higher scale 
of wages first. When the sliding scale 
Is considered by ffie council they must 
place it before the labor organizations 
with their recommendations for action. 


The secretary of the Manufacturers' 


association would not say whether the 
conference would be held this afternoon 
or tomorrow. The special committee 
would decide that. There was no doubt 
that the conference would be granted, 
however.

whole Question will be settled amicably.

"There can be M doubt that European 


sympathy, in general, is with the Boer*. 
It is not so much for the reason that they 
love the Boers, but that they dislike the 
English. 
In America there are many 


who, 
under a misconception, also sym- 


pathise with the Boers in their struggle 
for the independence of their so-called 
republic. 
But is the cause of the Boers 


deserving of sympathy from the Amer- 
ican point of view? A few plain facts 
will enable you to judge. 


"The Question is often asked why the 


Uitlanders went to the Transvaal if the 
laws were unsatisfactory. The answer 
Is that they were Invited to go there by 
the Boer government, and that when 
they Immigrated *he existing laws were 
very favorable to the Uitlanders. 
It 


was only after their capital and labor 
had rescued the Transvaal from im- 
minent bankruptcy that the liberal laws 
were superseded by the present adverse 
laws. 


"In the meanwhile miMWnsi of foreign 


capital had been invested In the purchase 
of Boer farms, at that time of little 
value. 
The status of the Uitlanders 


today Is thtt: 
They own one-half of 


the land and nine-tenth* of the property 
of the country. 


"They greatly outnumber the Boers, 


but nevertheless sure debarred from ob- 


the franchise 
TUe franchise 


law as it stands requires the applicant 
for the franchise In advance to renounsj 
allegiance-to aH other countries, after 
which be is under a term of probation 
for 14 years., during which time he is 
liable to military service in case of war. 
At the end of 14 years he may obtain the 
franchise, provided he secures m wilt- 
ing the consent of a majority of the 
Boera In the ward in which he resides, 
and provided that the Boer president 
and executive council do not object. 


"The Uitlandera pay nine-tenths of 


all the taxes, and have absolutely no 
voice in the expenditure of the money, 
and must submit to the most flagrant 
misappropriations of the bulk of the rev- 
enue, which is extracted from them by 
a most ingenious system of class legisla- 
tion. 


"The laws to which the Uitianders es- 


pecially object are: 
First, that de- 


priving the high court of the country of 
the right to test the validity of parlia- 
mentary legislation. Indeed laws pro- 
nounced by the high court to be at 
variance with the constitution of the 
country have been enforced by the pres- 
ident and executive council 
In some 


Instances laws of a~fetroactive nature 
have been passed and enforced. 


"Second, the law empowering the pres- 


ident to remove Judges without trial. 
The chief justice of the Transvaal was 
removed by President Kruger on account 
of a decision against the dictates of the 
president. 


"Third, the power given to the pres- 


ident and executive council to banish, 
any Uitlandar and to confiscate his prop- 
erty for political offense without trial 


"Fourth, the right of a Transvaal po- 


liceman to suppress a public meeting 
when in his judgment the language used 
Is in criticism of the Transvaal govern- 
ment. 


"Fifth, the law denying what is re- 


garded in a true republic as the grand 
bulwark of its liberties—the right of 
trial by one's peers. In the Transvaal 
the Boer alone can sit on the jury 
The 


court records show that under these 
conditions very few Boers are convicted 
while, on the contrary, but few Uitland- 
ers are acquitted. 


"The Uitlanders have many more 


grievances attributable to a corrupt ad- 
ministration. 
The justice of the econ- 


omic grievances has been admitted by a 
commission composed of Boer officials 
which has investigated this subject 
Notwithstanding their report, which 
Justifies the allegations of the Uitland- 
ers, no redress has been obtained from 
the government 


"So much for the reform cause which 


was unfortunately set back by the pre- 
cipitate action of Or. Jameson in 1S95. 
There is no doubt that the Boer govern- 
ment, Intimidated as It was at that time 
by the belief that Johannesburg waa 
well a,rmed, would have given the Uit- 
landers the redress of grievances at that 
time demanded. 
The cause of re- 


form today is practically that for which 
Great Britain has entered upon the 
(resent war."

How Cecif Rfiodes Hofds the Key to 


tfie Present African Situation.

OHN BULL is the banker of the 
world. Fairly bursting with gold 
are the strong boxes of Lombard 
street, waiting patiently for serv- 


ice, a great golden standing army that 
fights while its masters sleep. 


The owners of that gold cannot invest 


It at home. Neither must it be allowed 
to stand idle. 
Suffering with that 


Strange disease, a plethora of capital, 
they and their agents have walked the 
earih for years looking for oppor- 
tunities for unloading a little of their 
wealth, floating their Joint stock com- 
panies and backing the most precarious 
commercial ventures rather than have 


lake, you will find the Union Jack some- 
where about. 


Yet England is not altogether satis- 


fled. She feels the necessity for binding 
together in one coherent and united 
whole all of these different African pos- 
sessions. 
Experience has taught her 


how best to do this, and It was this 
which made Cecil Ehodes, when he 
came lorward as the promoter of the 
now famous and much talked of Cape 
to Cairo railway, the Napoleonic dar- 
ling of the English people, both at home 
and abroad. The hopes of England 
were straightway pinned to that Uto- 
pian dream of one long unbroken steel 


selves. The money was soon raised. It 
was on June 28, 1890—and a very im- 
poitant date is that in the history of 
British Africa—that the little pioneer 
expedition of 200 Europeans and 150 la- 
borers with 500 mounted police set out 
to take possession of their Promised 
Land. Without firing a shot and with- 
out losing a life they cut 400 miles of 
road across the country, put up posts 
and stations and drew unf!<»r *he wing 
of the empire a territory so great in ex- 
tent that it intoxicated that little band 
of colony builders, and set them, like 
Cassius, thinking too much. 


In a short time gold seekers came 


trailing over the frontier, and these 
men had to be taken care of and fed. 
That meant the necessity of opening a 
road to the sea at Beira and the build- 
ing of a lailway. It was at this time 
that Rhodes, dreaming his great dreams 
by night under the large and luminous 
African stars, drank in his first sweet 
drafts of power and mapped out in his 
restless mind the Cape to Cairo high- 
way. 


By 1893 the mines of Mashonaland 


were in full working order and the 
western frontier was pushing insinu- 
atingly and audaciously out into the 
hills of the setting sun. Then a new 
danger loomed up before Ehodes. That 
danger was Lobengula and his dusky 
warriors of the Matabele. 
For three 


In from the unknown wilderness and 
which had been named after him al- 
ready extended from the northern bound- 
ary of the South African Republic to 


Tanganyika and Uganda. From 


the north and from the south Great 
Britain now stretched a great territorial 
arm that clasped hands just over the 
heart of the continent and needed only 
that imaginary Rhodestan railway to bind 
them together. But while it is an easy 
thing 10 talk jauntily of a Cape to Cairo 
road, it is not so easy in such a land 
aa Africa to bring such a line Into ac- 
tual existence and operation. 


Much of this road has already been 


constructed, or at least there already 
exist different lines which might be in- 
corporated into one final transconti- 
nental system. At the end of '1897 the 
continuation of that line which connects 
Cape Town with Kimberley and Mate- 
king was opened through to Bulawayo, 
and early last summer the first locomo- 
tive steamed up into Salisbury. From 
there to Lake Tanganyika is not a very 
great distance, as distances go In such 
an Atlantean scheme. But the country 
through which a further extension of 
the line will have to pass is not one 
conducive to expeditious railroad build- 
ing. 


While this road Is creeping up from 


the south the road which English en- 
gineers have been pushing steadily up 


But England has coolly declined to 


back Rhodes In his transcontinental 
railway project. This is very clever of 
the English. They'realize that a man 
who has always had the habit of riding 
roughshod over the rights and prejudices 
of a peoplo, even though those people 
be mere Boers, is likely to prove a 
dangerous agent when once officially 
recognized as such. The opponents of 
Rhodes in both Cape Town and London 
claim, and claim, perhaps, with a cer- 
tain degree of justice, that much of the 
irritation and distrust that today exist 
in South Africa between the two races 
there is due to the attitude and activ- 
ities of this unscrupulous and daring 
financier. The shadow of the Jameson 
raid still hangs darkly over such names 
as Belt and Rhodes and Abercorn, and 
all the Chartered company. England 
also realizes another thing. It realizes 
that while the Chartered company may 
be bringing new territory under the 
British flag, and while it may be plant- 
ing and developing a new colony, the 
first object of that company is not the 
upbuilding of the empire, but the pay- 
ment of the annual dividend to its opu- 
lent London stockholders. 


So, after all, it is a mere matter of 


pounds, shillings and pence. Whether 
or not the mind of Rhodes rises above 
the mere mercenary consideration, it is 
no easy thing to answer. Appearances 
seem to point, however, to a passion on 
the part of this territorial Napoleon 
which now transcends dollars and cents. 
He today controls, in a qualified way, 
the destinies of a state extending over 
750,000 square miles. This state of 
Rhodesia is said to be .possessed of

years they had longed to flash their as- 
sagais in the faces of the Intrusive 
whites, and at last the objections of 
their wiser chief were overcome, and

That is the secret of Great Britain's 


Imperialism. She points out that it is 
the mainspring of her colonial activity. 
Unlike Rome, unlike Madrid, unlike 
Paris as well, London asks little of her 
colonies. There is no Caesarian im- 
periousness in her domination, no Cas- 
filian rapaciousness in her conquests, 
and no Gallic mismanagement in her ag- 
gressions. All she demands is the open 
door, the unrestricted market and the 
welcoming port. Commerce, she knows, 
is king. 
Cannon • can be spiked and 


Bags hauled down and governments 
overthrown, but where once the insid- 
ious tentacles of trade have closed 
about a colony there need be no further 
subjugation. 
Paper bonds in a home 


bank make surer chains than encircling 
fortresses, and those restless shuttles, 
the ocean liner and the locomotive, 
weave together an empire more closely 
than militarism and Maxims. 


In this, perhaps, lies the secret of Eng- 
land's success as a colonizer. While the 
end of the century sees France a colo- 
nial dyspeptic, G"reat Britain stands an 
opulent, well rounded and self satisfied 
territorial gourmet, ready to lean back 
and pick her teeth over her next Af- 
rican meal. 


This is the way the Englishman ex- 


plains the present condition in the 
Transvaal. He says: 


"Many things have been said and 


Written about England's present war of 
aggression against two South African 
republics. This war, it has been stated 
again and again, is a war for gold—for 
the possession of the great mines of 
the Transvaal. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. It is a war for a mar- 
ket place, for a counting house that has 
been turned Into a Boer-filled coffee 
room. 


"In the first place, it must be remem- 


bered that the gold mines of the Trans- 
vaal for which Great Britain is now 
supposed to be fighting so mercenarily 
are already operated and practically 
owned by Anglo-Saxons. What Eng- 
land wants is not gold nor gold mines, 
put the right to do business, to go min- 
ing along with the Boers, side by side 
with them if need be, but, after all, the 
very human desire simply to do busi- 
ness at the old stand. Bonaparte was 
right when he called Britain a nation 
of shopkeepers. What she is struggling 
for in South Africa is precisely what 
she has been working for in Asia—the 
open door, the ordinary decencies and 
amenities of trade, a 'fair field and no 
favors' in the commercial world. 


"These things the Boers have long de- 


nied the uitlanders, and by so doing 
have brought upon themselves a war 
that can have but one ultimate conclu- 
sion. 
Looking at such things super- 


ficially, it seems cruel, perhaps, that 
blood should be spilled over them, but 
It is all reducible to that inevitable and 
relentless spirit of commercialism which 
drives one business man to the wall 
and at the same time enriches his 
brother. To sentimentalize over such 
things Is aa foolish as it is futile." 


There is one great and startling truth 
that la here worth noticing. That truth 
is undeniable. It is the fact that all of 
the dark continent that is Inhabitable 
and all that pays its way, as it were, is 
British territory. It did not always pay 
Its way, it is true, but In the end John 
Bull made it do so, and left the other 
powers to scramble for his leavings. 
France gobbled up the Sahara, and got 
nothing but a stomach full of sand for 
her trouble. Germany seized on East 
Africa and has never made a dollar out 
of the bargain, for all she got was des- 
ert—bleak and forbidding desert. Bel- 
gium pays $500,000* a year to keep her 
African colony out of bankruptcy. 
Portugal has malarial swamps on two 
coasts, and finds them costly posses- 
ftlras. The same is true of the other 
powers. On the map they make a big 
•how. When It comes to hard 
they can only sigh regretfully. 
cash.

WAR'S OBSCURER HEROES. 


The drama of war, like all other dramas, has its humdrum features as well 


as its spectacular side. It is, as a rule, only the latter which is much talked 
about, for the hero behind the gun monopolizes the stage and relegates to an 
undeserved oblivion the hero at the telegraph key, and the stoker in the engine 
room, and the man at the forge. These are all quite as necessary as the man 
behind the Maxim. The accompanying picture, for instance, shows the car- 
penter and wheelwright contingent of the army service corps repairing and 
fitting up trucks injured by Boer artillery. These men have always to b« at 
the front, and usually have to throw aside a rifle and take up the bellows and 
tongs and sledge at a moment's notice to repair accidents to the gun carriages 
or transportation wagons. Their part is not one that could be called a grand 
Etand one, but it is none the less often enough heroic in the extreme.

But Nineveh and Babylon were 
mere mounds of earth and rubbish 
when China was great, and to this date 
the civilization and life of the empire Is 
the wonder of the world.

He was a diamond king 
of Kimberley who had a soul above dia- 
monds, yet from the first he had a sort 
of Midas touch, turning everything he 
handled into gold. He saw that that 
land of mystery and controversy lying 
north of Bechuanaland would be soon 
snapped up by the Germans or perhaps 
trekked into by the Transvaal burghers 
If not appropriated in time. That would 
leave him 
wonderful 


without 
railway 


a roadbed for his 
through the very 


core of the land of his desire. He ap- 
pealed to the imperial government 
They called him a colonial Don Quixote, 
and refused to give him one penny for 
his plan. But Rhode* liked bucking 
against impossibilities. 
He conceived 


the idea of creating a great joint stock 
company with a capital of some $10,000,- 
000. 
The object of this company was, 


in Rhodes' own words, "to paint the 
African map British red" all the way 
up to the Zambezi. He was a sort of 
Colonel Sellers of real life, but a Sellers 
who was always successful. 


Now there was method in the mad- 


ness of the British government when 
it turned its back on its African dar- 
ling. It gave Rhodes no aid, but it 
gave him his charter and told him to 
go ahead. It was recognized that there 
was the right stuff in Cecil the Auda- 
cious, and it was also foreseen that an 
individual and his company might pro- 
ceed in a manner in which a govern- 
ment embarrassed by many diplomatic 
difficulties could never dare. Should he 
go too far, it could bring in a Scotch 
verdict against him and wash ite hands 
of all responsibility, at the same time 
quietly holding any little territory be 
may have staked in. 


So Rhodes set to work, raised the 


funds and directed the company. He 
put his own fortune into the concern, 
and other capitalists, African and Eng- 
lish alike, seeing the doctor taking his 
own medicine, cried for a dose them- 


an imp! suddenly threatened the miners 
with wholesale destruction. 


Rhodes was 


fact, he almost gloried in such things. 
He first placed $250,000 to the credit of 
his company. Then he ordered Dr. 
Jameson to fling together and rig out 
an expeditionary force for the purpose 
of a forcible little interview with Loben- 
gula at his kraal In Bulawayo. Loben- 
gula had 12,000 fighting men, the most 
ruthless, with the exception of the Zu- 
lus, in all South Africa. Jameson had 
only some 1,100 whites and about 400 
natives in his forces, one section of 
which came swirling up from the south 
and the other scampering overland out 
of the east. 
Against this little band 


Lobengula first hurled his 5,000 war- 
riors, and later his remaining 7,000. 
They simply dashed themselves 
to 


pieces, like so many black waves 
breaking on the well built English 
laagers, where their bones even today 
whiten on the wide veldt. 


That left Rhodes in possession of 


Matabeleland with no one to dispute 
his claim. It also left both him and 
Jameson in possession of the fact that 
nothing succeeds like success, some- 
times a very dangerous belief indeed. 
Two years later it lured these quixotic 
buccaneers into their now notorious in- 
vasion of the Transvaal. 


The British 
authorities 
were, of 


course, compelled to intervene, though 
sorely against their will. The raid was 
called a. crime because it failed. Had it 
succeeded it would have been a con- 
quest. Jameson was imprisoned, Rhodes 
was stripped of his offices and nominal- 
ly disgraced. But for all that he re- 
mained the master of the situation and 
stood over his upset "apple cart" the 
idol of the English people, who were 
still dreaming of that Cape to Cairo 
railroad. 


Then they let Cecil Rhodes do their 


dirty work for them and put down the 
newly formed Matabele revolt. When 
this was done and things were once 
more in shape—for it was Rhodes alone 
Vhom the natives trusted and in whom 
they would place any confidence—he 
was quietly removed from the leader- 
ship of his company, which thereafter 
bad a commissioner of the crown to

the Nile -will be carried forward to meet 
its companion line from the Cape. In 
Egypt there are already over 1,200 miles 
of railway, most of which belongs to 
the government. But the most impor- 
tant railway now under construction is 
that which is known as the new mil- 
itary road, into the Sudan. As the Eng- 
lish army of conquest has advanced up 
the Nile it has been the policy of Gen- 
eral Lord Kitchener to lay his rails as 
he went. The result is that'the line' 
that already -connects Berber, away 
above the Fifth Cataract, with the town 
of Wady-Halfa is fast approaching that 
line which already connects Cairo with 
Karnak and the ancient ruins of his- 
toric Thebes. The lower end of this 
line will be carried on steadily toward 
Fashoda. So link by link the chain is 
forming. ^Then, in time, the line will be 
pushed down into Bahr el Ghazal, and, 
veering off into British East Africa, will 
advance toward the Nyanzas, and from 
there stretch on to Lake Tanganyika. 
. 


Such is the dream of Cecil Rhodes. Is 
it any wonder that this man makes a 
romantic figure and touches the popular 
imagination? Thjere is a suggestion of 
that gigantic picturesqueness about him 
which you find in the person of Cham- 
plain and those other 
adventurous 


spirits of the sixteenth century who in- 
conduct its affairs. But Rhodes simply < vaded the wildernesses of the New 
sought more green fields and pastures World and carried back wonderful tales I near losing. 


fabulous wealth in gold and other min- 
erals, waiting only for the iron horse to 
carry up stamping machines to crush 
the yellow wealth out of its confining 
rocks. 


But everything about South Africa 


just at the present time is swinging in 
the balance' of fate. History Is now 
busily a-making in that part of the 
world, and for the moment even the 
Cape to Cairo road is forgotten. The 
English find the very keystone of the 
airy arch of their African empire threat- 
ened at the Cape, and until that vital 
stone in the imperial arch is secured 
little can be done in other parts. But 
when the Rhodes railway once reaches 
Uganda a new era will dawn, not only 
for the lake country of the dark conti- 
nent, bat also for all central Africa. 
The development of that country will 
be on lines new to the world, for never 
before have a heathen and naked peo- 
ple been rushed into civilization by a 
ready made railway—a railway that will 
stab to the heart their benighted 
heathenism.

"Hearst told the men they were to 


quit that night and to get ready to aban- 
don the mine at once. In a spirit of 
hilarity the men decided to celebrate 
by putting in just one big blast. Hearst 
did not object, and they put in a blast 
calculated to tear things all to places. 
They set it off just at quitting time, 
and stood back to watch the effect The 
blast tore out tons of rock and dirt 
and made the place look like an earth- 
quake had struck it, 


"Then the men went to get their sup- 


per and prepared for an early start over 
the desert next morning. Hearst waa 
too much of a miner, however, to leave 
without examining the rock that had 
been torn out by the blast.

Jniral himself, at least words attribut- 
ed to him by( the "Washington corresr 
pendents. 


"I would never have thought It pos- 


te'ble that the American people, who 
made such a hero of me two months 
ago, could have in this brief period so 
tamed upon me as to fill columns of 
the papers with the worst sort of 
abuse. When I landed in New Tork I 
was 1x>ld that I was the hero, the idol 
of the nation. I was told that nothing 
was too good for me; that anything 
that I could ask was mine. I asked 
mo idolatry. I asked no applause. I 
tad merely done my duty and was 
ready to do it again. But I did ask one 
thing, which was to be let alone to 
conduct my personal and domestic af- 
fairs as I saw fit, and this one simple 
privilege which I asked from the Amer- 
ican people has been denied me. 
Where I was a hero two months ago, 
I aro now reduced to such a position, 
that certain people cannot: say things 
too villainous, too scurrilous about me, 
and no one defends me. If I was so 
much, a hero then, and the American 
people thought well enough of me to 
give me this house, why do not some 
of these people defend me now? If I 
had known how much trouble, how 
much, villainous' abuse was to come 
upon me, as the result of accepting this 
Mouse, I would never have taken it at 
the hands of the American people. 
"When I sailed into Manila bay over 
dangerous ground, with death and even 
worse in front of me, I little thought 
that in such a brief period of time af- 
ter I returned to my native land that 
the American, people would counten- 
ance such monstrous attacks upon nw», 
because I was doing what I considered 
to be the most gracious thing I could 
do to present my homfe to my bride." 


The admiral goes on to great length

Whether anything else 
vhauld be our aim I am not here now 
to discuM, but what we know w« agree 
on let u» have. Do not forget that in 
•> gnat «ia widespread nation such a*

•tdw m»n*y to b* dtaouaMd and tattled 
If the standard question drags too long 
on the roadway, aome Impatient horse 
hoof may strik. it into the mud." 


Mr. Reed means that the west to 


young and want* to act as Inexper- 
ienced youth always does and he want* 
congress, now that both houses are re- 
publican, to fix the gold standard be- 
fore "some Impatient horse may strike 
it Into the mud."

With all the incidentals the street 


improvements this year in connection 
•with the paving will reach about$18,000, 
while the amount appropriated was 
$22,000.

In one he spent $15 
and in another $8. He had when ar- 
rested some of the same brand of 
cigars that were stolen here, and of 
which he refused to speak.

He made some amusement in court 


at Troy when charged with drunken- 
ness by asking the judge if he would 
define what was meant by the term 
drunkenness. The judge did not ex- 
plain, as Parsons is supposed to know 
by this time.

Onions will keep much better if they

NebtMkft Woman Witnessed 


Signing of the Sulu Treaty. 


VISITED THE SULTAHA'S HOME,

8be ba» joet returned to 


Nebraska. She vteited Ltnon. Hollo, 
Mindanao, Bohol, Negros, Sulu and 
Ban Nicolas and waa the first Ameri- 
can woman to set foot on a number of 
these islands. 


Miss Hartley, according to an Omaha 


dispatch to the New York World, was 
at Jolo with General Bates and the 
American commission when the fa- 
mous treaty with the sultan of Stita 
was signed. She saya that the natives 
called General Bate* "the Big God 
from Manila" and describes the trip 
to Jolo and the proceedings there as 
follows: 


"On the island the party was accom- 


panied by one of the Sulu chiefs, a 
man who happened to be a rival of 
the sultan and who was almost as 
powerful. He waa suspicious and 
would not go with General Bates un- 
less allowed a guard of BO of his own 
men. These people are 
unusually 


bright and Intelligent, and this chief 
was especially so. 


"The aged sultana, mother of the 


sultan, proposed marriage to this cbief 
some time ago. They say she has a 
habit of killing off b«r husbands, and 
this chief refused, replying to her pro- 
posal that if he had to be killed he pre- 
ferred to kill himself. 


"The party first visited the rattana's 


borne, where they were all entertained 
at a dinner, consisting of dried fish in 
oil. The sultana is an old hag in ap- 
pearance. Most of her teeth are gone, 
and those that remain are perfectly 
black. 


"She wore a soldier's left hand glove 


on her right hand for the reason, it 
was afterward explained, that she did 
not want to shake hands with the 
Christian dogs. However, she treated 
us exceedingly well and spoke of 
brotherly love and apparently seemed 
in favor of having the treaty signed. 


"We said we could not eat the fish 


that was brought out to ua, but Gen- 
eral Bates said that if we declined the 
Sultana would be offended and that 
for the sake of the treaty we would 
nave to eat some of It 


"The chief who had refused tp marry 


the sultana and who sat at one end of 
the table declined tp eat the fleh, think- 
ing it was poisoned. 


"It required a good deal of nerve to 


eat the stuff, especially after one of the 
natives had refused to eat it for such a 
reason. 


"All the American officers were un- 


armed, and we were completely at their 
mercy. General Bates thought going 
among them without arms would dem- 
onstrate the friendliness entertained 
toward them, especially if there were 
American women in the party. 


"From the sultana's home the entire 


party traveled over the king's high- 
way to the sultan's house, where wo 
were received in an np stairs room. 
The sultan is a yonng man, ver* stout 
and sleepy. A long yellow gown hung 
from his shoulders, and he wore a col- 
ored turban on his head. He shook 
hands with all of us and then at his 
proposal we adjourned to his council 
chamber, and negotiations were opened 
at once for the signing of the treaty. 


•The sultan was perfectly willing to 


be an American and receive $260 per 
month, but be waated to fly his own 
flag, and on this point he remained ob- 
stinate for some time. He finally said 
be would agree to fly the American flag 
If allowed to run up his own whenever 
be saw a ship appear. 


"After an boor or so with the sultan 


General Bates convinced bim that the 
United States could not protect bim un- 
less the United States flag was allowed 
to remain where it could be seen by ap- 
proaching ships. This satisfied bim, 
aod he signed the treaty."

T, ho* have served previously than, any 
other. ». the senate will be 24 members 
who served in-1899,"-and there will be 
123 members of the house who served 
in 1899, besides several who have had 
experience In years past. The most 
noted new member of the house is Hon. 
Samuel Rhoads, who was in the legis- 
lature some years ago\ and who will be 
a democratic leader. The same expert 
notes the slow but sure growth of the 
democratic side of {he house, ~w hich 
reached its lowest mark in 1897, when 
there were but 46 democratic members. 
This year there are 70, a gain of three 
from last year. In the senate the gain 
Is two, giving ntne demiocriatic mem- 
bers, so that eight votes can be mus- 
tered any time to order a roll call and 
place repubican senators on record. 
This is the only'effect on legislation 
due to the democratic increase."

This means eventually that Troy tyill 


become a large manufacturing center 
for steel products for export work, as 
it will be more profitable in case of 
building up an export trade not to ship 
the steel billets but some manufac- 
tured article, in order to save freights 
abroad. The building of other manu- 
facturing plants at Troy will probably 
follow. Thus a company like the 
American Steel and Wire will have a 
large advantage over those situated in 
the west or south, and with the back- 
ing of this great company Troy can be 
made a great iron and steel center.
